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FOREWORD 


No Annual of the San Francisco Art Association has had such a struggle to 
reach the public as this Ninth Annual Watercolor Exhibition. Originally 
scheduled,—about a year in advance as usual,—to open in the Museum's per- 
manent galleries in the War Memorial on April 11, it necessarily had to be 
postponed when the Museum closed on very short notice March 28 in order 
to clear galleries, workshops and offices for the State Department's use. 
Though the temporary location at 441 Post Street was almost immediately 
decided upon, since offices and staff at least had to find some sort of housing, 
the inevitable delays in adapting the space, the slow job of improvising and 
the uncertainty as to whether in the end a setting suitable for the exhibition 
could result, made it foolish to risk more than a tentative announcement con- 
cerning the presentation of the exhibition. The galleries are quite obviously 
improvised for their purpose, and the shabbiness is there close at hand, since 
it was beyond Museum resources to undertake for so relatively short a period 
the complete renovation 441 Post needs. However, the exhibition does fit in 
the space available, and because it has quality and liveliness gives a good 
account of watercolor as an art medium. 


The exhibition could, of course, look better in the Museum’s permanent and 
spacious well-lighted galleries, but in the downtown location it may be seen 
by more people, especially since the Conference with all its visitors is still in 
session, and perhaps will reach a different public beyond that familiar and 
interested group of habitual Museum visitors. It certainly seemed wise to give 
the exhibiting artists the chance to become known to a wider public. 


A number of the exhibitors are from other parts of the country, but the 
majority are, as usual, residents of the San Francisco Bay Region, and familiar 
personalities that the ari-interested public has known, followed in successive 
exhibitions, and watched develop. The exhibition provides a fairly complete 
review of tendencies and styles among local artists working in watercolor. 
The Museum is happy to have the Ninth Watercolor Annual as the featured 
exhibition during the Conference period, but looks forward to presenting the 
Tenth in more normal circumstances.
